Mr.  Chairman,  Mrs.  Cooper  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  again  the  honour  to  submit  to  you  my  Annual  Report  which  deals 
with  the  health  and  sanitary  circumstances  of  the  Urban  District  for  the  year 
1953,  and  which  is  compiled  in  accordance  with  instructions  set  out  in  Ministry 
of  Health  Circulars. 

The  district  has  an  older  age  structure  of  population  than  the  average  for 
the  country  which  accounts  for  the  high  death  rate  and  the  low  birth  rate,  but 
in  comparing  our  rate  with  the  national  rate,  making  allowances  for  the 
inequality  in  age  groups,  our  rate  compares  well. 

The  flooding  which  occurred  on  the  night  of  31st  January  was  undoubtedly 
the  most  momentous  happening  of  the  year.  The  town  was  fortunate  in  that 
the  flooding  caused  no  loss  of  life,  but  was  responsible  for  much  damage  to 
property.  A short  description  of  the  damage  caused,  and  a summary  of  the 
action  taken  by  the  Council  is  given  later  in  this  report. 

It  will  be  noticed  that  our  rate  for  Food  Poisoning  is  six  times  higher  than 
the  rate  for  the  country  generally.  Those  engaged  in  the  preparation  and 
handling  of  food  for  sale  to  the  public  have  a great  responsibility  in  this  respect, 
and  managements  and  staff  of  catering  establishments  should  be  familiar  with 
the  causes  of  this  condition.  Human  beings  are,  by  far  and  away,  the  most 
important  source  of  the  germs  which  cause  Food  Poisoning,  while  rodents, 
flies  and  domestic  animals  occasionally  play  a part  in  this  respect.  Man 
frequently  harbours  disease-bearing  germs,  particularly  in  the  bowel,  without 
showing  signs  of  disease  himself,  and  those  careless,  ignorant,  or  neglectful 
food  handlers  who  omit  to  wash  their  hands  adequately  after  use  of  the  toilet 
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will  certainly  contaminate  the  food  they  prepare  with  faeces,  and  possibly 
disease-bearing  germs,  which  may  cause  not  only  Food  Poisoning,  but  such 
serious  diseases  as  Typhoid,  Poliomyelitis,  Infective  Hepatitis,  and  Dysentery. 

There  should  be  adequate  facilities  for  hand  washing  in  every  such  estab- 
lishment, equipped  with  running  hot  water,  soap,  and  a nail  brush,  and  prefer- 
ably sited  in  a position  where  hand  washing  can  be  seen  to  be  done.  The  second 
way  by  which  human  beings  contaminate  food  is  by  pus  from  septic  skin 
conditions.  Persons  who  obviously  suffer  from  unhealthy  skin  conditions; 
running  ears  or  chronic  nose  or  throat  infections  should  not  be  engaged  by 
managements  in  the  handling  or  preparation  of  food.  Pus  from  a small  boil 
anywhere  on  the  body  can,  by  scratching  with  the  finger  nails,  be  transferred  to 
food  if  the  person  doing  so  is  ignorant  of  this  danger.  We  have  had  examples 
of  each  of  these  types  of  Food  Poisoning  in  the  district  during  the  year. 

Disease-bearing  germs  multiply  rapidly  in  food  under  favourable  conditions, 
so  that  the  longer  the  interval  between  contamination  and  consumption,  the 
greater  the  risk  to  the  consumer.  Food  should  not  be  prepared  many  hours 
before  consumption,  unless  it  can  be  stored  in  a properly  running  refrigerator, 
which  low  temperature  will  inhibit  the  multiplication  of  disease-bearing  germs. 
The  cooking  of  contaminated  food  will  not  always  be  a safeguard  against  Food 
Poisoning,  as  the  germs  from  pus  form  a poison  which  is  not  destroyed  by 
heat.  The  germs  themselves  will,  of  course,  be  destroyed.  Knowledge  of  these 
points  and  its  application  would  do  much  to  safeguard  the  public  from  Food 
Poisoning  and  other  serious  diseases  as  well. 

In  presenting  this  report,  I wish  to  take  this  opportunity  of  venting  my 
appreciation  of  the  co-operation  of  the  staff  and  members  of  the  Council,  and 
in  particular  of  Mr.  J.  Gray,  the  Council’s  Sanitary  Inspector  and  Housing 
Officer,  who  has,  as  always,  zealously  performed  his  duties  in  the  interests  of 
the  inhabitants  of  the  district.

SECTION  C 

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 

1.  Water  Supply  1] 

During  the  second  half  of  1953,  the  whole  of  the  water  supplied  to  the 
District  was  obtained  from  Dedham.  This  water  is  noticeably  softer  than  the  1 
Lawford/Dedham  blended  water  as  previously  supplied,  and  at  280  parts  peiJ 
million  of  total  hardness  is,  in  this  respect,  much  the  same  as  that  supplied  tc 
London  by  the  Metropolitan  Water  Board. 

The  quantity  of  water  supplied  to  the  Frinton  and  Walton  District  in  the 
twelve  months  period  ended  31st  December,  1953,  amounted  to  157.63  millior 
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gallons,  an  average  daily  consumption  of  .432  million  gallons  with  a peak 
consumption  of  .603  million  gallons  per  day. 

The  new  500,000  gallons  service  reservoir,  referred  to  in  the  Annual  Report 
for  1952,  should  be  completed  in  early  1954  and  the  new  booster  station  will 
probably  be  in  service  to  meet  the  latter  part  of  the  summer  demand.

Remarks 

These  samples  are  practically  clear  and  bright  in  appearance,  have  a reaction 
on  the  alkaline  side  of  neutrality  and  are  free  from  metals  apart  from  a minut 
trace  of  iron.  The  water  is  hard  in  character  but  its  hardness  and  its  conter 
of  mineral  and  saline  constituents  in  solution  are  not  excessive.  Its  organi 
quality  is  of  a high  standard  and  it  is  of  satisfactory  bacterial  purity. 

These  results  are  indicative  of  a water  which  is  pure  and  wholesome  i| 
character  and  suitable  for  public  supply  purposes. 

All  samples  were  analysed  by  the  Counties  Public  Health  Laboratories.

Methods  Employed  in  Disinfestation 

Loosening  skirting  boards,  picture  rails  and  other  woodwork,  liftir 
floorboards  if  necessary,  stripping  wallpaper,  etc.,  followed  by  spraying  wall 
floors  and  furniture  with  an  approved  insecticide  containing  D.D.T.,  and/( 
fumigation  with  special  fumigators,  the  procedure  being  repeated  at  interva 
until  disinfestation  is  complete.  Steam  disinfection  of  bedding. 

The  Council  undertakes  this  work  at  the  expense  of  occupiers,  if  requeste 
to  do  so.  In  other  cases,  disinfestation  is  carried  out  by  occupiers  under  th 
supervision  of  the  Sanitary  Inspector  who  provides  the  apparatus  and  material!

i.  Schools 

The  sanitary  condition  of  County  Primary  and  Secondary  Schools,  and 
5rivate  Schools,  is  satisfactory. 

Following  representations,  improvements  to  the  sanitary  accommodation 
>f  the  Frinton-on-Sea  County  Primary  School  were  in  progress  at  the  end  of 
he  year,  and  will  no  doubt  be  completed  during  1954.  The  pupils,  and  staff, 
:>f  the  School  consume  School  meals  in  the  various  classrooms,  and  it  is  con- 
sidered desirable  that  a separate  dining  room  be  provided  when  possible. 

A number  of  visits  to  Schools  were  made  during  the  course  of  the  year. 
Citchen  and  food  preparation  arrangements  were  found  to  be  satisfactory 
whenever  inspected.

Essex  County  Council  Act,  1952 

Part  VII  of  the  Essex  County  Council  Act,  1952 — which  deals  with  the 
ontrol  of  houseboats — became  effective  in  the  Urban  District  on  1st  April, 
953,  from  which  date  it  was  made  unlawful  to  moor  or  place  any  houseboat, 
r place  or  erect  any  jetty,  upon  or  in  the  protected  lands  of  the  Urban  District 
without  the  written  consent  of  the  Council. 

Annual  consent  to  the  mooring  of  the  vessels  is  given  by  the  Council, 
abject  to  compliance  with  a comprehensive  set  of  Conditions  relating  to 
initation  generally. 

Thirteen  houseboats  are  concerned,  and  all  are  moored  in  and  adjoining 
le  Yacht  Club  Tidal  Basin  in  Mill  Lane,  Walton-on-Naze.  The  berths  are 
nder  the  control  of  the  Walton  and  Frinton  Yacht  Trust  Limited.  The  vessels 
re,  in  the  main,  used  as  summer  holiday  accommodation,  and  are  well  founded 
nd  maintained.  Mains  water  is  provided  on,  or  within  a short  distance,  of 
11  the  houseboats.  Chemical  sanitation  is  used,  main  sewerage  disposal  facili- 
es  being  available. 


The  Council  has  also  adopted  other  parts  of  the  Act,  and  these  will  come

8.  Refuse  Collection,  Removal  and  Disposal 

Domestic  refuse  is  collected  weekly  from  all  dwelling-houses,  and  removed 
for  disposal  by  modern,  side-loading  motor  refuse  vehicles.  Hotels,  the  larger 
boarding-houses  and  restaurants  are  cleared  twice  weekly  during  the  winter 
months,  and  more  often  throughout  the  summer  season. 

Refuse  from  trade  premises  and  camping  grounds  is  removed  by  arrange- 
ment. Income  from  these  sources  during  1953  amounted  to  £435. 

The  total  weight  of  refuse  collected  was  approximately  3,600  tons. 

Towards  the  end  of  the  year,  the  Council  had  under  consideration  the 
introduction  of  a municipal  hire-dustbin  service  as  provided  for  under  Sectior 
75  (3)  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936.  Such  a service  in  the  area  has  become 
urgent  owing  to  the  current  difficulties  in  securing  the  enforcement  of  notices 
requiring  property  owners  to  replace  defective  bins.  The  number  of  defective 
bins  in  the  District  has  increased  considerably  during  the  past  few  years,  anc 
in  consequence  there  has  been  interference  with  the  hygienic  storage  anc 
collection  of  domestic  refuse,  as  well  as  some  increase  in  the  cost  of  collecting  ,t 
refuse. 

Refuse  is  disposed  of  on  a site  in  low-marshy  land  situated  at  Lowei  j] 
Kirby  about  half  a mile  from  the  village,  where  it  is  tipped,  raked  and  burnt 
There  are  no  mechanical  aids  in  the  disposal  of  refuse.  As  previously  reported 
the  acute  shortage  of  suitable  materials  with  which  to  cover  the  refuse  ha:  q 
become  a serious  matter.  Consideration  will  shortly  have  to  be  given  to  thi 
purchase  of  covering  materials  for  the  purpose.  Improvements  to  the  siti 
are  carried  out  as  necessary,  and  rodents  are  controlled  by  regular  poisoning 
campaigns  carried  out  by  the  Council’s  rodent  operative.  Anti-fly  measures^ 
using  D.D.T.  tip  dressing,  are  carried  out  throughout  the  summer  months.  ,

By  arrangement  with  the  County  Council  the  cleansing  of  12.32  mile  f 
of  classified  roads  is  also  undertaken  by  the  Council.  Investigation  is  bein 
made  into  the  possibility  of  operating  electrically  driven  street  orderly  trucks 
Street  gullies  are  cleansed  regularly  by  mechanical  means  under  contract  ( 
A trailer  gritting  machine  is  available  for  use  in  frosty  or  icy  road  con 
ditions  and  the  Council  possess  a snow  plough  for  use  with  the  tractor  whei 
required. 


1 1 . Public  Conveniences 

There  are  thirteen  public  conveniences  in  the  Urban  District,  four  of  which 
are  in  Frinton-on-Sea  and  the  remainder  in  Walton-on-Naze.  At  the  end  of 
the  year,  tenders  were  about  to  be  invited  for  a new  convenience  in  Old  Way, 
Frinton-on-Sea  which,  when  completed,  will  provide  toilet  and  hand-washing 
facilities  for  both  sexes. 

Sufficient  public  lavatory  accommodation  is  available  in  Frinton-on-Sea 
to  serve  the  resident  population,  but  there  is  need  for  an  additional  convenience, 
centrally  situated  on  or  near  the  promenade,  to  serve  the  very  considerable 
influx  of  seasonal  visitors.  The  existing  Connaught  Avenue  conveniences  are 
too  small  to  meet  the  very  heavy  demand. 

In  Walton-on-Naze,  the  numerous  conveniences  available  are  on  the  small 
side,  although  in  total  the  facilities  provided  may  be  considered  adequate. 
Consideration  might  be  given  at  an  appropriate  time,  however,  to  the  provision 
of  a large  central  modern  convenience  located,  if  possible,  within  easy  distance 
' of  both  the  shopping  centre  and  the  beaches. 

A shortage  of  suitable  male  and  female  staff  for  seasonal  duties  again  made 
> it  difficult  to  service  adequately  the  public  lavatories  during  the  summer  months. 

Income  from  public  conveniences  during  the  year  under  review  totalled 
■£1,645.

12.  Sewerage  and  Drainage 

(a)  Sewerage.  At  Frinton  the  sewers  are  laid  to  fall  to  a sea  out-fall  situated 
to  the  west  of  the  town  and  opposite  the  Golf  Course  where  discharge  is  by 
gravitation  at  all  states  of  the  tide.  Overflow  in  the  case  of  exceptional  storm 
discharges  to  the  sea  at  two  other  points  on  the  Front. 

The  sewage  at  Walton  gravitates  to  storage  tanks  at  the  sewage  works 
from  which  it  is  pumped  through  a sea  out-fall  at  certain  stages  of  tide  which 
take  the  effluent  away  from  the  shore.  During  storms  the  additional  flow  is 
conveyed  through  a storm  sewer  laid  along  Mill  Lane  and  discharging  into  the  1 
Walton  Channel. 

Sewage  from  Kirby  Cross  and  Lower  Kirby  is  treated  at  sewage  works 
off  Maltings  Lane,  the  effluent  discharging  into  a watercourse,  while  a small  i 
sewerage  system  at  Great  Holland  is  connected  to  treatment  works  near  Church  i 
Lane. 

A decision  has  not  yet  been  reached  regarding  the  major  sewerage  scheme  f 
prepared  by  Consulting  Engineers  for  the  whole  of  the  Urban  District.  From  < 
discussions  with  the  Area  Planning  Officer  on  the  Town  Map  proposals  to  be 
incorporated  in  the  County  Development  Plan  under  the  1947  Town  and! 
Country  Planning  Act,  it  was  apparent  that  the  population  figures  on  which  ] 
the  pre-War  scheme  had  been  based  anticipated  a more  rapid  increase  in  pop-  < 
ulation  than  is  now  thought  possible. 

The  planning  estimates  for  the  population  of  the  District  in  1973  is  11,000 
and  the  Consulting  Engineers  are  to  revise  their  scheme,  the  Council  asking 
that  this  now  be  based  on  a more  realistic  population  figure  of  15,000. 


Apart  from  a minor  extension  in  Chestnut  Avenue,  Kirby  Cross,  there 
were  no  sewer  extensions  or  new  sewers  constructed  during  the  year  under 
review. 

(b)  Drainage.  A number  of  drainage  improvements  to  properties  were  \ 
carried  out,  details  of  which  are  included  in  the  List  of  Sanitary  Improvements  \ 
Effected  set  out  in  page  21. 

There  remain  a number  of  pail-closets  and  drainage  cesspits  in  the  unsewered  < I 
areas  of  the  Urban  District,  and  conditions  of  drainage  in  parts  of  the  villages  { 
of  Great  Holland  and  Kirby-le-Soken  can  be  substantially  improved  only  by 
the  introduction  of  modern  sewerage  systems. 
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The  Council  arranges,  upon  request,  for  the  cleansing  of  house  drainage 
cesspits  at  the  expense  of  householders.  The  problem  of  the  regular  and 
efficient  cleansing  of  drainage  cesspits  by  householders  possessing  neither 
proper  equipment  nor  the  facilities  for  securing  the  sanitary  disposal  of  sludge, 
was  receiving  the  consideration  of  the  Public  Health  Committee  at  the  end 
of  the  year.  In  the  interests  of  securing  satisfactory  conditions  in  the  localities 
concerned,  it  is  hoped  that  it  may  be  possible  for  the  Committee  to  recommend 
the  Council  to  share  with  householders  the  cost  of  cleansing  their  drainage 
cesspits  at  regular  intervals.

13.  Mosquito  Destruction

14.  Port  Sanitation 

No  action  was  required  under  the  Port  Sanitary  Regulations. 

15.  Sunshine  and  Rainfall 

The  appointment  of  meteorological  observer  was  filled  during  the  year 
and  readings  re-commenced  on  the  1st  April.  The  total  sunshine  for  the  nine 
months  April  to  December  was  1,210.2  hours  with  a maximum  monthly  total 
of  211.1  hours  during  August. 

During  the  same  period  12.50  inches  of  rain  fell,  the  heaviest  monthly 
total  being  for  July  when  3.27  inches  fell.  There  was  rain  on  1 14  days  during 
the  nine  months  referred  to  and  the  greatest  amount  was  0.84  inches  on  31st 

| July.

During  1953,  licences  authorizing  the  keeping  of  18,135  gallons  of  petro- 
leum-spirit were  granted  by  the  Council  in  respect  of  21  premises. 

17.  Walton-on-Naze  — Sea  Flooding 

The  national  flood  disaster  on  the  night  of  31st  January/ 1st  February, 
1953  affected  to  a considerable  extent  the  township  of  Walton-on-Naze  where 
>ome  173  dwelling-houses,  two  Schools  and  a number  of  business  premises 
ind  camping  grounds  were  flooded  by  sea  water  to  varying  depths  up  to  a 
; uaximum  of  about  five  feet.  Extensive  damage  was  done  to  some  houses,  furni- 
ture, household  equipment,  shop  stocks  and  caravans.  The  sewage  works 
)f  the  town  were  also  flooded,  and  much  damage  occurred  to  other  Council 
property  including  sea  defences.  Of  the  hundreds  of  private  beach  huts  extend- 
ng  along  the  sea  fronts  at  both  Walton-on-Naze  and  Frinton-on-Sea,  few 
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Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Area — continued 

escaped  either  complete  destruction  or  severe  damage.  A few  house  properties 
in  Quay  Lane,  Kirby-le-Soken  were  also  flooded. 

Flood  relief  work  was  commenced  immediately  by  the  Council,  and 
effective  action  taken  to  relieve,  as  far  as  possible,  distress  and  tend  to  the 
welfare  of  flood  victims  in  all  its  many  aspects.  The  voluntary  services  in  the  j 
area  worked  splendidly  in  these  matters  and  assisted  in  a variety  of  ways. 

At  the  same  time,  the  various  Departments  of  the  Council  took  all  the 
action  necessary  in  the  maintenance  of  the  sanitary  services  of  the  town,  safe-  1 
guarding  the  domestic  water  supply,  removing  sources  of  pollution  wherever 
found  and  otherwise  in  restoring  sanitary  conditions  and  removing  danger 
to  the  public  health. 

A brief  resume  of  action  taken  is  appended. 

Sewage  Works  and  Sewerage  System.  Flooded  sewage  works  pumped  dry  and  ; 
a new  pumping  unit  installed.  The  works  were  functioning  efficiently  within 
three  days  of  the  flooding.  Flooded  sewerage  system  flushed  through. 

Water  Supply.  Check  samples  of  the  domestic  water  supply  obtained  from  a 
number  of  houses  and  properties  in  the  flooded  area,  and  sent  for  examination. 
No  contamination  was  reported,  but,  as  a precautionary  measure,  the  Water 
Company  arranged  for  the  water  mains  in  the  locality  to  be  chlorinated,  and 
for  the  sterilization  of  all  domestic  water  taps  which  had  been  submerged  in 
sea  water. 

Houses  and  Buildings.  Flooded  houses  pumped  dry  and  disinfected,  including 
sub-floors  and  cellar  spaces.  Free  issues  made  of  a suitable  germicide  disinfect- 
ant. Council  labour  provided  to  assist  householders  in  cleaning  flooded  rooms 
etc.  Ruined  furniture  and  effects  cleared  and  removed.  External  lower  walls, 
yards  and  gardens  hosed  down  and  treated  with  chloride  of  lime.  Essential 
first-aid  repairs  to  houses  put  in  hand.  Anti-mould  powder,  supplied  by  the 
Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government,  issued  to  householders.  Bedding 
and  clothing  removed  for  cleansing  and  drying. 

R.A.F.  Non-Toxic  Hot-Air  Unit.  Within  a fortnight  of  the  flood  occurrence, 
it  was  possible  to  obtain  the  services  of  an  R.A.F.  non-toxic  hot-air  unit  to 
assist  in  the  drying  out  of  flooded  houses  and  effects.  The  Unit  did  good  service 
and  before  it  was  re-called,  a total  of  89  houses  had  been  treated. 

Schools.  The  Walton-on-Naze  Primary  and  Secondary  Modern  Schools  were 
flooded  to  a maximum  depth  of  about  5 feet,  and  the  Council  assisted  in 
treating  and  restoring  the  buildings  and  equipment.  Internal  walls  and  floors 
of  all  buildings  were  washed  down  in  a disinfectant  solution.  Floor  spaces 
pumped  dry  and  disinfected  as  required.  Furniture  washed  down  and  disin- 
fected. Canteen  equipment  and  fittings  scalded.  Ruined  effects,  equipment 
and  books  removed.  School  yards  and  lower  walls  of  buildings  hosed  down  and 
disinfected  with  chloride  of  lime.  Hot-air  drying  treatment  applied  to  some 
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classrooms.  More  than  4,000  School  textbooks  fumigated  and  dried.  Check 
samples  of  canteen  water  supply  sent  for  examination  and,  as  a precautionary 
measure,  water  taps  sterilized.  Playing  fields  put  out  of  bounds  pending 
treatment. 

Camping  Grounds.  Debris  and  rubbish  cleared  away  and  burnt.  A section 
of  one  site,  adjacent  to  the  sewage  works,  treated  in  chloride  of  lime. 

Roads , Etc.  All  flooded  roads,  pavements,  verges  and  adjacent  vacant  land 
treated  with  disinfectant. 

Beaches.  Beaches  scavenged  and  cleared  of  debris,  rubbish  and  dead  animals. 
A number  of  dead  animals  and  poultry,  found  elsewhere,  were  also  recovered 
and  disposed  of  by  burial  in  lime. 

I Foodstuffs.  A large  quantity  of  flooded  and  contaminated  foodstuffs  from 
Schools  and  provision  stores  had  to  be  condemned  and  destroyed. 

Repair  works  to  flooded  houses  have  since  been  completed  or  are  in 
progress,  but  it  is  believed  that,  due  to  flooding,  additional  maintenance  work 
will  arise  from  time  to  time  in  future  years,  and  that  the  habitable  life  of  some 
of  the  older  type  houses  in  the  town  will  be  shortened.

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Milk  Supply 

No  serious  faults  were  observed  in  dairy  processes  during  the  48  recorded 
visits  paid  during  the  year  to  the  three  registered  dairies,  and  milkshops,  in  the 
Urban  District.  The  condition  of  cleanliness  of  buildings,  plant  and  personnel 
was  satisfactory.  The  dairies  are  in  good  structural  condition,  well  lighted, 
ventilated  and  drained,  and  adequate  supplies  of  hot  water  and  steam  are 
available  for  cleansing  and  sterilizing  plant.  Modern  equipment  is  in  use  in 
connection  with  bottle-washing  and  milk  bottling  and  capping  processes. 


A modem  Holder  type  milk  pasteurizing  plant  was  installed  in  a dairy 
in  Frinton-on-Sea  towards  the  latter  part  of  the  year. 

A number  of  samples  of  milk,  as  well  as  washed  milk  bottle  specimens, 
were  sent  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratories  at  Ipswich  for  bacteriological 
examination,  and  the  reports  indicated  that  the  milk  supplied  to  the  area  is 
satisfactory. 

Bakeries 

The  ten  bakeries  in  the  area  received  37  inspections,  as  well  as  a number 
of  casual  visits.  Generally,  the  premises  and  equipment  were  found  to  be  in 
clean  condition  whenever  inspected,  although  it  was  necessary  to  remind  pro- 
prietors that  internal  walls  should  be  lime-washed  or  painted  regularly.  A few 
; improvements  to  internal  fabric  of  buildings  were  carried  out  following  informal 
; action.  All  bakeries  are  provided  with  staff  hand-washing  facilities. 

Coal  and  coke  ovens,  fired  within  bakeries,  are  no  doubt  satisfactory  for 
baking  bread,  but  in  all  other  respects,  particularly  that  of  food  hygiene,  they 
are  the  reverse.  There  are  in  the  Urban  District  some  three  bakeries  provided 
I with  internal  coke-fired  ovens,  and  efforts  are  being  made  to  persuade  the 
proprietors  to  abandon  the  ovens  in  favour  of  the  gas-operated  type. 

Foodshops 

Numerous  supervisory  visits  and  inspections  were  made  of  all  premises 
\,  where  food  is  manufactured,  prepared  or  stored  for  sale.  A number  of  improve- 
i ments  were  carried  out  to  premises  as  a result  of  informal  action.

t Ice-Cream 

At  the  end  of  the  year,  there  were  three  manufacturers  and  53  vendors  of 
•!  ice-cream  on  the  register.  Premises  were  regularly  inspected  and  were  found 
to  comply  with  the  Ice-Cream  (Heat  Treatment,  Etc.)  Regulations,  1947.  As 
far  as  possible,  every  effort  is  made  to  persuade  vendors  to  sell  only  pre-packed 
:j  ice-cream. 

Meat  Supply 

Meat  is  allocated  at  Colchester  under  Ministry  of  Food  control  and  trans- 
ported in  covered  vans  direct  to  local  butchers’  premises,  where  it  is  inspected 
from  time  to  time  and  as  occasion  arises.  The  condition  of  meat  vans  is  kept 
under  observation,  together  with  the  handling  of  the  meat  by  van-men.  It  was 
not  necessary  to  complain  in  these  matters  during  the  year. 

Food  Hygiene 

The  hygienic  handling  and  distribution  of  foodstuffs  and  other  matters 
relating  to  food  hygiene  continue  to  be  the  subject  of  special  attention  during 
( jvisits  to  foodshops.  A number  of  minor  breaches  in  the  observance  of  cleanly 
conditions  and  practices  were  brought  to  the  notice  of  managements,  and  some 
improvement  was  observed  on  subsequent  visits.  The  regular  supervision  by 
Public  Health  Officials  of  foodshops  in  the  matter  of  food  hygiene  must  be 
continued  unabated  if  a satisfactory  standard  is  to  be  maintained.

SHOPS  ACT,  1950 
The  Shops  Act,  1950  requires  the  sanitary  authority  to  enforce  the  provisioi 
of  the  Act  which  relate  to  ventilation  and  temperature  in  shops  and  to  sanitai 
conveniences.  Since  December,  1953,  the  Council  has  also  been  responsib 
for  enforcing  the  remaining  provisions  of  the  Section  relating  to  the  lightir 
of  shops  and  the  provision  of  staff  washing  facilities  and  facilities  for  takir 
meals.  The  additional  duties  were  delegated  to  the  Council  by  the  Essex  Couni 
Council,  the  Shops  Act  Authority.  It  is  proposed  to  revise  the  Shops  Registi 
early  in  the  new  year,  when  all  shops  in  the  Urban  District  will  be  re-inspectei 
Twenty-seven  inspections  were  made  of  shops  during  the  year  and  the  follov 
ing  matters  were  dealt  with.

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES  AND  DISINFECTIONS 


During  the  year,  49  visits  of  inspection  and  numerous  enquiries  were  made 
;n  connection  with  infectious  disease  control,  and  a number  of  special  reports 
ubmitted  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health.  Arrangements  were  made  as  required 
or  throat  and  nose  swabs  to  be  obtained  from  Scarlet  Fever  contacts.

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FOOD  POISONING 

Two  cases  of  suspected  food  poisoning  occurred  in  September  and  investiga- 
i ion  showed  the  cause  to  have  been  the  consumption  of  Bath  Chap  (pig  cheek), 
iixamination  of  the  meat  showed  gross  bacterial  infection,  and  the  presence 
>f  very  large  numbers  of  Haemolytic  Staph,  aureus,  which  probably  accounted 
or  the  symptoms  of  violent  sickness,  diarrhoea  and  prostration.  The  manu- 
facturers of  the  meat  were  notified  immediately,  and  local  sales  of  the  meat 
rom  the  same  consignment  stopped. 

The  following  month,  twelve  local  Members  of  the  Frinton  and  Walton 
Indies’  Bowls  Club  fell  sick  with  food  poisoning  symptoms,  following  a meal 
partaken  in  a restaurant  in  a neighbouring  town.  Investigations  were  proceeded 
tvith  immediately  by  the  Public  Health  Departments  of  both  Local  Authorities 
n co-operation.  Numerous  food  samples  from  the  restaurant,  and  faeces 
i.pecimens  from  the  affected  ladies,  were  obtained  and  sent  for  examination, 
leports  on  the  food  samples  all  gave  negative  results,  but  Salmonella  typhi- 
nurium  were  isolated  in  the  faeces  specimens.  It  is  believed  that  the  infection 
; nust  have  originated  in  the  restaurant. 

In  November,  1953  a number  of  infants  in  the  Frinton  County  Primary 
*>chool  fell  ill  with  symptoms  of  sickness  and  stomach  pain.  Enquiries  were 
^ nstituted  at  the  School  immediately;  the  School  kitchen  arrangements  investiga- 
ed  and  food  specimens  sent  for  examination.  No  defects  were  found  in  the 
nethods  employed  in  the  handling  and  preparation  of  food,  and  negative 
results  were  subsequently  reported  on  the  food  specimens  sent  for  examination. 
X was  eventually  decided  that  the  cause  of  the  sickness  outbreak  was  a gastric 
iisturbance  known  as  “Winter  Vomiting,”  and  that  the  School  kitchen  arrange- 
nents  and  meals  were  in  no  way  to  blame  for  the  outbreak. 


RODENT  CONTROL 

Under  the  Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act,  1949,  it  is  the  duty  of  a 
District  Council  to  ensure  that,  so  far  as  practicable,  its  area  is  kept  free  from 
rats  and  mice  and  the  requisite  authority  is  given  to  compel  an  occupier  of 
and  to  take  all  neccessary  steps  for  this  purpose. 
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Rodent  Control — continued 

The  Council  employs  a part-time  trained  Operator  for  the  purpose  ( 
destroying  rats  on  local  authority  property,  and  on  private  houses  and  busine:, 
premises.  Dwelling-houses  are  treated  free  of  charge,  the  work  being  regarde 
as  essentially  a public  health  service.  All  complaints  of  infestation  receive; 
are  investigated  and  destruction  work  carried  out  as  required.  Surveys  an 
treatments  are  also  made  from  time  to  time  of  localised  areas  known  to  t 
subject  to  infestation.  Council  property  is  regularly  treated,  including  tf 
Refuse  Disposal  Site,  Sewage  Works,  Sewerage  Systems  and  Cliffs. 

No  large  scale  infestations  were  located  during  the  year  in  private  hous< 
or  business  premises. 

Baits  used  comprise  sausage  rusk,  oatmeal  and  bread  mash.  Poisor 
used  include  Warfarin,  Antu,  Zinc  Phosphide,  Arsenic  and  Red  Squill.  Cu 
rently,  Warfarin  is  used  extensively  as,  apart  from  its  effectiveness  if  use 
properly,  no  pre-baiting  is  required,  and  there  is  small  risk  to  humans  an  I 
animals  with  the  possible  exception  of  cats. 

Three  comparatively  large  “block  control”  schemes,  embracing  dwellinj 
houses,  drainage  systems,  sections  of  sewers  as  well  as  other  buildings,  wei 
carried  out  during  the  year. 

Some  800  inspections  were  made  of  254  properties  during  the  year.  Majc 
rat  infestations  found  numbered  6,  severe  mouse  infestation  7 and  min< 
rat  infestations  120.  The  Council’s  Operative  treated  and  re- treated  12 
premises. 

CAMPING  GROUNDS 

Strict  supervision  is  exercised  in  respect  of  the  eight  camping  grounds  i' 
Walton-on-Naze,  which  provide  at  present  for  a total  number  of  746  caravai 
having  a maximum  accommodation  of  2,500  campers.  All  are  seasonal  camj 
and  cover  an  area  of  approximately  31  acres  of  land.  In  addition,  the  Londc 
County  Council  uses  29  acres  of  land  in  the  provision  of  a tented  holiday  carr 
for  School  children.  This  camp  accommodates  an  average  of  500  childre 
throughout  the  summer  season. 

All  the  camps  are  provided  with  modern  sanitation  and  mains  wafc 
supply.  One  camp  is  still  in  process  of  development  and,  when  developmei 
is  complete,  will  probably  accommodate  400  caravans.  Sanitation  on  this  si 
is  being  extended  to  meet  year  by  year  development. 

Refuse  collection  and  removal  is  carried  out  by  the  Council  at  the  expen: 
of  site  operators,  and  the  arrangement  is  satisfactory. 

In  addition  to  a number  of  minor  sanitary  improvements  carried  out  durir 
the  year  to  various  sites,  two  additional  sanitary  blocks  were  provided  comple 
with  all  the  necessary  drainage  arrangements  and  sewage  pumping  units.  . 

The  sanitary  circumstances  of  camping  grounds  are  controlled  by  meai 
of  annual  licences  granted  to  site  operators  under  the  provisions  of  the  Publ 
Health  Act,  1936.

iphtheria  Immunisation 

Nowadays,  because  of  immunisation,  the  fear  of  diphtheria  attacking  their 
i lildren  has  been  banished  from  the  minds  of  most  parents.  This  happy  state 
f freedom  from  fear  has  mainly  been  brought  about  by  the  National  Diphtheria 
nmunisation  Campaign,  now  little  more  than  ten  years  old.  The  success  of 
; lis  campaign  speaks  for  itself  when  it  is  pointed  out  that  in  England  and  Wales 
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Prevalence  of  and  Control  over  Infectious  Diseases — continued 
in  1940  there  were  2,480  deaths  from  diphtheria,  whereas,  in  1952,  this  figur 
was  reduced  to  the  extraordinary  low  level  of  32.  In  addition,  the  amount 
suffering  and  sorrow  which  has  been  spared  cannot  be  calculated.  The  continue 
success  of  this  life-saving  campaign  can  only  be  maintained  with  the  co-operatio 
of  the  parents  who  should  have  their  children  protected  against  diphtheri 
without  delay.  Immunisation  will  be  carried  out  by  your  family  doctor,  or 
the  nearest  infant  welfare  clinic. 

During  1953,  25  children  between  one  and  five  years,  and  3 between  fi\ 
and  fifteen  years,  received  the  full  course  of  inoculations  at  the  clinic.  5 childre 
received  a secondary  or  reinforcing  injection. 

In  addition,  12  children  were  immunised  by  General  Practitioners,  and 
received  a secondary  injection. 

Whooping  Cough 

84  cases  of  this  disease  were  notified,  which  is  far  more  than  last  year] 
figure  (8).  An  immunisation  campaign  got  under  way  during  the  second  ha 
of  the  year,  and  we  may  expect  a reflection  of  this  preventive  work  in  low< 
numbers  of  cases  in  future. 

Cancer 

21  deaths  were  caused  by  this  disease,  giving  a rate  per  thousand  of  tl 
population  of  2.5.  Of  this  number  9 were  males  and  12  females.

During  1953  seven  new  cases  of  this  disease  were  notified,  as  compared  with 
two  for  the  previous  year.  In  four  of  these  cases  the  disease  was  sited  in  the 
lungs,  and  superficial  glands  were  involved  in  another  two.  In  the  remaining 
case,  tuberculosis  of  the  abdomen  was  found. 

A recent  Ministry  of  Health  Memorandum  states  that  deaths  from  Tuber- 
culosis have  been  falling  rapidly  during  the  last  5 years,  but  so  far,  this  improve- 
ment has  not  been  accompanied  by  a comparable  reduction  in  the  number  of 
notifications. 

There  are  two  main  sources  of  this  infection,  namely  contact  with  an 
active  case  of  respiratory  disease,  and  in  areas  where  milk  is  not  all  pasteurised, 
the  consumption  of  raw  milk  containing  live  tubercle  bacilli.  From  the 
point  of  view  of  the  community  at  large  the  infected  individual  should  ideally 
be  isolated  until  he  ceases  to  be  infective,  but  this  may  conflict  violently  with 
the  patient’s  own  interests.  It  is  not  practicable  to  isolate  all  such  persons  in 
Institutions,  nor  would  it  be  justifiable  to  do  so  in  a large  proportion  of  the 
persons  who  are  infective  at  any  one  time.  Nevertheless,  patients  suffering 
from  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis,  should  be  treated  under  conditions  which 
reduce  to  the  minimum,  the  risk  of  infecting  others. 

Action  to  eliminate  bovine  tuberculous  infection  is  proceeding,  but  it; 
would  appear  that  the  only  really  safe  milk  is  that  which  has  been  efficiently 
pasteurised. 

It  is  essential  that  home  conditions  are  suitable  for  cases  that  requir^ 
segregation  rather  than  treatment,  as  such  persons  should  occupy  a room  to! 
themselves,  and  the  provision  of  a better  house  may  be  a necessity  in  any  scheme 
for  the  prevention  of  Tuberculosis. 
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
